VESSEL RANSACKED. 


A horde of ‘bandits attacked a 
Chinese’ steamer in the Yangtsze 
about five miles below Wushan yes- 
terday, ' overwhelming the opposi- 
{ion put up, and after shooting. the 
guards, thoroughly ‘ranancked the

A brief message to this effect was 
received in the Colony this morn- 
ing by the Naval authorities, but it

Hi scems that the guards, eight 
armed Chinese, put up a determined
